For days the tiny ship battled 
her way towards a Newfoundland 
port, Conditions on board became 
almost unbearable. Many of the 
suffering survivors could not speak 
Fnelich The ship was too. small 
to earry a doctor. Since there were 
less than 70 men in the~ ship’s 
crew, there were nearly three 
times as ™any mouths to fenton? 
food wag tiv htly rationed. 


At night the decks of eyery 
mess were covered with sleeping 
bodies, packed so closely it was 
impossible to walk mong them, 
At meal-time the lire from the 
gallery more than circled the ship. 


There were few eating utensils 
and men ate mostly by hand, When 
port was reached, there was only 
half a bag of cornmeal remaining 
aboard, The crew had shared their 
blankets and had given away ev- 
ery sweater and piece of clothing 
they. could spare. There was little 
drinking water, and medica) sup- 
plies were non-existent, 


Shore authorities were informed 
by radio of the ships plight and 
her expected time of arfival. At 
once arrangements were begun to 
receive the burdened rescuer. Am- 
bulances were kept ready; a spe- 
clal jetty was reserved; medical 
supplies and food were placed at 
the pier and an entire hospital 
ward wWhs made available. 


Hand in hand with the naval 
authorities, the Canadian Red 
Cross went to work. Bundles of 
clothing and: sweaters were pre- 
pared. Medical supplies were off- 
ered. And when the ship tied up, 
a mobile canteen with hot coffe:; 
eand ‘iches and cigarettes was at 
the jetty, 


When submarine warfare is at 
its height, this demand is made on 
the Red Cross continously. Often 
it means’ completely re-equipping 
the ships with comforts for the 
men, medical supplies and cloth- 
ing.
